You have all heard the story of 
the Three Wise Men of the East. 
You remember how they travelled 
from the far away country to offer 
gifts and to worship the baby iu the 
manger-cradle in Bethlehem. But 
have you ever heard of the " Other 
Wise Man" who also saw the star and 
who also set out to follow it, but who 
did not arrive with his brethren ? 
Dr. Henry Van Dyke tells the story 
of this Other Wise Man — of his long- 
ing to see the child who was to save 
his people; of how he wandered here 
and there in all countries in search 
of the Christ, and the strange way 
in which he found him. 

It was the time when Augustus 
Caesar was the great Roman Km 
peror, and when Herod was king in 
Jerusalem. In a city among the 
montains of Persia, there lived a 
man named Artaban. He lived in a 
beautiful building surrounded by 
gardens of flowers and fruits. It 
was night in September when Arta- 
ban stood in the doorway to welcome 
his guests. Artaban was a tall, 
dark man, forty years old, with 
bright eyes, a broad forehead, a 
strong face; which showed that the 
was a good thinker and a man who 
would carry out any plan upon 
which he might decide. He wore 
a robe of pure white wool and a 
white pointed cap. His hair was 
black and long.

He said he believed the sign 
would come, aud he had sold all his 
p ro pe rt y and bought three pit 
stones — a sapphire, a ruby and a 
pearl, — to carry and present to the 
new born King. Then he showed 
these great gems, one as blue as the 
sky, one as red as the rays of the 
rising sun, and one as pure white as 
snow, and he asked his guests to go 
with bin and share the joy of finding 
t lie King But not one believed as he 
did They thought he was foolish 
to go to all this expense and trouble, 
and one bv one thev left him alone 
Thus he stood for a time watching 
the Same on the altar. Then he re- 
placed the gems iu his girdle and 
iped out into the starlight. The 
first streaks of dawn were faintly 
seen in the east Two great stars, 
Jupiter and Satuin, weie near each 
other, but as he looked, a faint light 



appeared near them, growing bright- 
er, until the wise man bowed his head 
in worship, saying, " It is the sign. 
The King is coming, and I will go to 
meet him." 

Before the birds had begun to 
sing and before the suu had appeared 
above the horizon, Artaban had 
mounted his swiftest horse, Vasda, 
and was riding swiftly along the 
road leading towards the great 
Temple, where his friends, the Three 
Wise Men, were waiting Artaban 
must ride well and plan wisely if he 
would reach the Temple by the ap- 
pointed hour. You remember that 
his friends would wait for ten days 
and then set out.

Artaban 
thought he was dead and turned 
away with pity in his heart. But as 
he turned, a long sigh escaped from 
the man's lips, and his bony fingers 
gripped the Wise Man's robe and 
held him fast. Artaban was at first 
resentful at the delay. How could 
he stay here and care for this dying 
stranger? Why should he do this 
when even an hours delay might 
make him too late at the temple? 
His companions would think he had 
given up the journey. They would 
go without hin, and all would be lost 
for him 

If he went on, the man would 
surely die. But if he stayed, he 
might save his life. And thus was 
he divided as to which to do 
Should he lose the great blessing of 
worshipping the new-born King for 
the sake of helping this poor 
stranger ? 

"God of truth and purity," he 
prayed, "direct me in the holy path, 
the way of wisdom which Thou only 
kuowest." 

Then he turned to the sick man. 
He tenderly carried him to a more 
comfortable spot. He brought fresh 
Water, and gave him medicine, about 
which he knew as a Wise Man. 
Hour after hour he labored, until the 
mans strength returned. Then 
Artaban left a little medicine and 
food, aud with the stranger's bless- 
ing and prayer for his success, he 
mounted Vasda and swiftly sped 
toward the Temple 

The sun was just rising as he ap- 
proached the place of meeting, and 
as he came nearer he saw a piece of 
papyrus fastened in a pile of stones 
He caught it up and read, " We 
have waited past midnight, and can 
delay no longer. We go to find the 
King. Follow us across the desert." 

Artaban sat down aud covered his 
head in despair.

Then the Other Wise Man drew 
near, weary, but full of hope for 
now, he thought, he would fiud the 
new King and offer his two gems, 
.he ruby and the pearl. The streets 
seemed deserted, but as he passed a 
hut, he heard a woman's voice sing- 
ing softly, hushing her baby to 
sleep. He entered, and she told 
him how but three days before, 
three strangers from the Kast had 
appeared, saying that a star had 
guided them to the place where 
Joseph of Nazareth was staying 
with his wife and the new born 
child, and how they had worshiped 
the child and given rich gifts. 
How they had disappeared as sud- 
denly as they had come. That 
Joseph had taken his wife and baby 
and fled at night, in secret, some 
thought to Egypt That ever since, 
a feeling of coming evil had hung 
over the town, for they had heard 
that Roman soldiers were coming.

He 
had uot found him, but he had found 
many suffering ones, the poor, the 
hungry, the sick, and he had cloth- 
ed, led and cured them. Once we 
see him taking the one remaining 
irl, from his bosom, with 
longing in his heart for the privilege 
of giving it to the King, and then 
replacing it with new purpose and 
greater love shining from his conn 
tenance. 

Thirty-three years have passed 
away since he began his pilgrimage, 
and still he is wandering. His hair, 
once black, is now as white as the 
snow. His eyes have lost their 
sparkle aud are now dull. He has 
again returned, weary aud worn, and 
ly to die, to Jerusalem where he 
has often come in his search It is the 
time of the Pas-over Feast.

His heart beat unsteadily with 
doubt and fear, but he still hoped to 
offer his gift. So the old man 
followed with slow and painful steps 
until he came near the gate where 
stood a Roman guard house.

"Verily I say unto thee, inasmuch 
as thou hast "done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, thou 
bast done it unto me " The voice 
ceased A radiance of wonder and 
joy spread over the face of Artaban.

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The writer has met some few 
people who claim to believe that it is 
wrong to indulge children in the be- 
lief in Santa Claus, or at least, 
wrong to teach the existence of 
that mythical person. They belong 
to that class who have forgotten 
their childhood — some people, you 
know, reach that stage much earlier 
in life than others— and with many, 
happily, it is never attained. Be- 
cause, forsooth, no one has actually 
seen old Sauta climbing op and 
down a chimney ; because no one 
ever heard the jingle of the bell hit 
reindeer wear ; because no hunter 
has ever fouud his home ; nor re- 
porter ever interviewed him ior the 
press, he do s not exist. And if he 
does not exist, anything that directly 
teaches his existence is wrong- 
morally wrong — to those whose 
lounts of imagination are dried up. 
But to those who can remember 
their own childhood, and who can 
thus symathize with the present 
generation of the little ones, old 
Santa's exis'ence is a reality it 
would be cruel to rob them of. 

These little ones have heard the 
bells, and the clatter of hoofs on the 
house tops : have seen the jolly elf — 
in their dreams at night, and in their 
day-dreams they have planned for 
his coming. To their imaginative 
souls he is as real — more real — than 
the God in heaven is to some of u» 
older and more critical ones. To 
rob childhood of its Santa Claus, 
because he is a creature of the im- 
agination, is to take from childhood 
not only this gentle and pleasant 
fiction, but all the creatures of the 
imagination — all fairy stories to rob 
childhood — the mental, moral and 
spiritual sides of it — of its meat and 
drink ; to rob it of the world in 
which it lives, and through which 
it makes progress toward the measure 
of the stature of a man 

Long live Old Santa Claus! Long 
live the spirit iu which he was born 
and for which he stands. Long live 
the sentiment iu the hearts of the 
grown-ups that will lead them to 
participate with the little ones in the 
joy of his annual coming — type of the 
joy that should be perenuial in us 
who know him as a myth, and Him 
as a reality.

guisi.ed neuefaotor of the deaf in 
delievering an address. Most of 
th<» deaf of the city, Ihe older 
pupils of Ihe school officers and the 
teachers made up the audience. 

Superintendent Jones presided 
and Dr. Patterson, Ihe Principal, 
introduced the speaker, saying lie 
was eminent as a teacher and ediloi 
aud coining from our neighboring 
Slate noted for the beauty of its 
Indies and lino blooded horses. 
What he would have to say during 
ihe evening would suiely interest 
those present. After expressing 
his gratification at the honor of be- 
ing invited to make an address at 
the school, noted as one of the best 
in the country, and having at its 

head a progressive superintendent, 
aided by a corps of teachers, able 
and willing assistants, Mi.
